City Deserves Recognition 


Upland ought to boast of the 
fact that itisnowthe fastest 
growing city in the southland. 
During the “past” depression, 
most southland cities were just 
able to “hold their own” in pop- 
ulation. This thriving citrus 
community, however, couldn't 
be satisfied with any such rec- 
ord. About 1000 more people 
reside in Upland now as com- 
pared with three or four years 
ago. ; 

Some cities grow due to new 
industries locating and needing 
many employes. Other cities | 
are just naturally in the line of 
development and attract new- 
comers. And there are some 
cities that grow by expanding 
their city boundaries. Regard- 
less of how or the reason or the 
result, Upland is entitled to the 
recognition of adding very con- 
siderably to its population dur- 
ing the years when no other 
city was getting ahead. 

The official announcement on 
Tuesday from City Manager 
Richard G. Manley that this city 
has a population of 5800 people 
should cause one to reflect back 
only a few years when the pop- | 
ulation was about 3000 and the 
assessed valuation was around 
$2,000,000. 


aries were extended east to 
Grove avenue. That didn’t do 
much to the total city area, only 
.214 of a mile being added. 

On April 6, 1931, residents in 
the Lemon Heights _ district, 
which is west of Mountain ave- 
nue between Foothill boulevard 
and Sixteenth street, fell under 
the spirit of municipal father- 
ship and became Uplanders. 

And then the thought that had 
been in the minds of the resi- 
dents west of Euclid avenue fin- 
ally took form. 

“Why should we keep out of 
Upland?” they asked them- 
selves. ‘We can be a part of 
the city that has its business 
district almost right next to us 
and when everyone calls us ‘Up- 
landers’ anyway.” 

June 2, 1931, gave to the com- 
munity its second annexation 
district within a few months. 
Upland is destined to go ahead 
and so the district north of the 
Santa Fe tracks west of Euc- 
lid avenue brought a few hun- 
dred people and a few hundred 
thousand dollars in valuation to 
the city rolls. 

During all this time the city 
officials were passing all the
